automotive jobber’s business, for it

| Stocks that he makes the largest 
| portion of his profits. 

He may operate a -perpetual in- 
| ventory system and break his stock 
down into eighteen or twenty di- 
visions, each division expressed in 
dollars and cents, and think that ne 
has the job licked, but he hasn't 
| The dollar and cent sales tota) for 
j}any one of those divisions may in- 
dicate that the stock is turning over 
| satisfactorily, whereas in reality only 
75 per cent. of the items in that 
| division are showing a profit and the 


} other 25 per cent. have died on the 
shelves, and therefore reduce thr 
profit of the whole division 


The only really satisfactory ws) 
of controlling stocks is by indi- 
vidual inventory card—a card for 
every item in the house. To most 
jobbers this sounds like a good 
many cards; altogether too many 
cards, since most jobbers hav« 
from five to ten thousand item: 
on hand. But that, after ali, is be 
side the point, for modern filin; 
systems do not take up very much 
space and efficient stock control 
has become just as important a: 
efficient credit accounting. 


The really efficient stock recore 
would show how many units of each 
item the house sells in a given 
period of time; how long it take:

CLARK EQUIPMENT COMPANY 

HE recent public offering of 40,000 shares of the com- 

mon stock of the Clark Equipment Company and the 
subsequent listing of the shares of the company on the New 
, ; . . = , 
York Stock Exchange have made available much information 
- concerning the operations of the company that could not be 
obtained when the concern was handled briefly in this 
column early in the year. 

The new stock was offered and sold at $57 a share. a price of about 
eight times the estimated earnings of $7 a share for the current year 
For the six months ended June 30, the company reported net profits of 
$957.459, equal, after preferred dividend requirements, to $3.67 a share, as 
compared with $672,092, or $2.52 a share in the corresponding period of 
last veal These figures include the earnings of the Frost Gear and 
Forge Company, the recently acquired subsidiary 

The Clark Company a short time ago acquired 60 per cent. of the 
common stock of the Frost Gear and Forge Company, and the closer 
affiliation between the two companies will enable Clark to obtain a 
satisfactory supply of gears for transmissions and make possible 
important manufacturing and selling economies. 

The Clark Company is engaged principally in the manufacture ofl 
automotive parts, including axles, wheels, brakes and transmissions. It 
also produces twist drills for use by various industries. The Clark Truc- 
tractor Company, a subsidiary, manufactures gasoline-driven industrial 


vehicles for use in |] 


large manufacturing plants, railroad terminals 
and yards 
The Clark and Frost companies have a list of customers that includg 
the most of the truck manufacturers in the country. as well as a numbet 
xt important passenger car makers, such as Chrysler, General Motors, 
Graham-Paige, Nash, Reo, Willys-Overland and Studebaker 
Official estimates indicate a full year gain of 23 per cent. in the 
output of axles, transmissions, drills and wheels. The dollar volume 
et differential and gear production is also expected to increase to 
approximately $3,800,000 from the 1928 total of $2,915,029. A gain also 
is indicated in the estimated manufacture of 8,000,000 pounds of steel 
castings, compared with 7,142,311 in 1928. 

The company has put into production this year a new type of 
patented rear axle housing made of seamless steel tubing, which provides 
greater strength and safety than the usual welded housing, with no 
increase in cost
